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Class  History 


1945.  Yes,  it  was  a  long  time  ago  that  118  freshmen  entered  CHHS  for  the  first  time,  a  little  scared  and  excited 
and  trying  desperately  to  look  as  if  they'd  been  here  for  four  years  already.  The  first  year  was  mostly  uneventful  as 
far  as  accomplishments  go.  We  were  busy  adjusting  ourselves  to  the  new  schedule,  making  friends,  joining  clubs, 
and  some  of  us  were  even  taking  time  out  to  study!  We  did  give  a  bang-up  Sadie  Hawkins'  Day  Festival  under  the 
leadership  of  class  president,  John  Jernigan. 

1946  was  an  exciting  year.  Early  in  the  spring  we  moved  into  the  new  building,  new  wing,  rather.  We  had  been 
looking  forward  to  it  for  months.  It  was  a  glorious  change  from  the  dungeon  darkness  of  the  Grammar  School  base- 
ment, and  we  really  felt  like  high  school  students.  Collier  Hill  was  our  president  this  year,  and  our  topic  of  conver- 
sation usually  centered  around  Mr.  Pittman,  without  whom  life  would  have  been  dull  indeed. 

Bill  Bland,  president,  got  things  started  in  a  big  way  during  our  junior  year.  We  sold  magazines  like  mad,  hawked 
flowers  at  football  games,  slaved  on  a  junior  play  which  was  a  riot  in  more  ways  than  one,  and  in  all  we  turned  up 
with  $537.50  for  our  Junior-Senior  prom.  With  gay  and  colorful  decorations  done  on  the  circus  theme  we  turned 
Carolina  Inn's  ballroom  into  an  exciting  carnival  spot  for  an  evening.  Result:  the  best  Junior-Senior  in  school  history! 
The  year  was  marked  by  frequent  and  stormy  class  meetings,  but  we  managed  to  save  $110  to  start  the  Hillife  fund 

As  is  usual,  our  activities  didn't  really  branch  out  until  1948,  our  last  year  at  CHHS.  We  had  now  dwindled  to 
38  boys  and  37  girls,  as  compared  to  our  original  number  of  118.  Guided  by  seniors,  the  Proconian  expanded  to  a 
larger  bi-monthly  and  captured  good  ratings  in  critical  contests.  It  even  managed  to  save  over  $100  for  next  year,  an 
unprecedented  happening.  Bill  Bland,  student  body  president,  helped  promote  the  paper  drives  and  carried  on  a 
never-ending  campaign  for  campus  cleanliness.  The  Hillife,  edited  by  Jane  Webb  and  Bill  Foister,  expanded  its  Junior 
section.  Marvel  of  all  marvels,  it  came  out  on  schedule!  We  saw  a  Rec  Club  formed,  witnessed  the  Scroll  magazine 
being  revived.  Two  issues  of  the  Scroll  were  printed  during  the  last  four  months  of  the  school  year.  We  grew  up  a 
lot  that  year  with  the  draft  and  war  possibilities  getting  front  page  attention.  We  set  a  record  for  joining  extra, 
curricular  activities,  and  senior  class  members  really  shone  in  sports.  However,  our  brighter  underclassmen  outshone 
us  in  the  matter  of  good  grades. 

We  lost  some  of  our  classmates  to  other  schools,  and  not  all  of  us  graduated  that  had  started  out.  But  we  had  a 
fine  rich  time.  We  are  leaving  a  top  class  student  body  and  we  certainly  aren't  afraid  for  the  future  of  our  school 
We  just  wish  we  could  be  around  to  see  the  things  that  will  surely  happen  in  the  near  future.  Other  graduating  classes 
will  see  a  complete  new  building,  an  enlarged  student  body  of  500  or  more,  a  new  athletic  field,  a  more  modern  Rec, 
more  money  for  the  school's  publications,  a  printed  Scroll,  and  new  school  busses.  We  just  can't  help  being  a  little 
wistful  as  we  close  one  more  chapter  of  our  short  lives.  This  is  a  four-year  period  we  will  never  forget.  To  all  the 
senior  classes  yet  to  be,  good  luck!  And  to  dear  ole  CHHS,  so  long!

The  Student  Council  this  year,  under  the  capable  leadership  of  President  Bill  Bland,  made  new  headway.  Under- 
taking the  paper  drives  started  the  preceding  year,  the  Council  was  able,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  student  body, 
to  contribute  to  the  upkeep  of  the  "Rec".
